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Claims: 

1 . In an electronic device that provides ah on-linjb educational course, a method 



v comprising: 

providing an interactive fill-in-fhe-blank kpplet, wherein said applet generates a 
5 graphical user interface displaying a text box, a question and instructions to a user to 
enter an answer to the question in the text box; a id 

forwarding the applet from tlje electronic device to a remote client. 

2. The method of claim 1, wherein said applet provides feedback to the user indicating 
1 0 whether an answer entered by the user is correct 



3. The method of claim 1, whereiiif said applet permits a predetermined number of 
attempts by the user to enter a correct answer. 



15 4. The method of claim 3, whertfin said applej automatically provides a correct answer 
in the text box after the user surpasses said pn determined number of attempts.

5 defining a correct answer to the questiojr 

10. The method of claim 9, wherein saSd defifriition file is separate from a source code 
for said Web page to prevent a user from obtaining the correct answer by viewing the 
source code.
